CHRISTMAS DAY’S 
DEATH HARVEST. 


Two Widely Known Chicago 
Men, Murray F. Tuley and 
~ Lonis C. Huck, Are 
Taken. 


THIRD LIES STRICKEN. 


Harvey B. Hurd, Reviser of the 
Illinois Statutes, Suffers a 
Severe Stroke of 
Paralysis. 


Christmas day saw the ending of the lives 
of two of Chicago’s widely known citizens. 
A third, famous in law circles throughout the 
country, was stricken with paralysis while 
at his Christmas dinner, and probably is on 
his deathbed. 

Those who died during the day were Judge 
Murray F. Tuley, dean of the Cook county 
bench, and Louls C. Huck, prominent Ger- 
man citizen, real estate owner, and former 
maltster. Judge Tuley died at 2:30 p. m. and 
Mr. Huck at 6 p. m. Mr. Huck’s daughter, 
Mrs.. Marshall Field Jr., was at her father’s 
bedside. Four weeks earlier, almost to the 
hour, her husband died in St. Luke's hospital. 

The victim of paralysis is Harvey B. Hurd. 
He has been a member of the bar of Chicago 
fifty-eight years, a record that perhaps is 
not equaled in the city. He was stricken 
while in his residence in Ridge street, Ev- 
anstomn He had been enjoying hie usual 
good health up to the moment of the seizure, 


Judge Tuley’s Death Peaceful. 

Death came to Judge Tuley peacefully. He 
was in the Pennoyer sanitarium tn Kenosha, 
where he had been under treatment since last 
October. His condition yesterday morning 
was reported improved, though the doctors 
admitted that the spark of life was kept 
aglow only by artificial means. Injections 
of strychnine were administered at frequent 
intervals. 

Mrs. Tuley had left the sickroom momen- 
tarily shortly after 2 o’clock to join other 
members of the family In an ante-room. Dr. 
Pennoyer entered and asked the dying man 
how he felt. 

“Not very well,” feebly responded the 
judge. 

The old man looked up at the physician 
calmly and apparently in full consciousness. 
Then in an instant a change came over his 
features. The light died from his eyes, and 
the startled physiciam saw that he was deed. 
The family at once was informed, and Mrs. 
Tuley, grieved that she should not have beén 
present at the last moment, gave way under 
the nervous strain. Later in the evening it 
was reported that she was better.

Some Cheer in Last Christmas. 

The judge’s last Christmas had some cheer 
in it. He awoke from a restless sleep at the 
first signs, of his last Christmas morning 
The watchers around the bed saw that a 
change had come. The wish that Mrs. Tuley 
hal expressed during the night that her hus- 
band might see one more Christmas was 
granted. 

Consciousness returned to the patient. Mra. 
A. L. Kelly, his court stenographer, was one 
of the first to enter the room in the morning. 

“Merry Christmas," sald the judge, with 
a wave of his hand. Then, recognizing Mrs. 
Kelly, he called her to the bed and asked her 
when she had come to Kenosha, and why she 


had come. 
“You know,” he said, “‘ I am always glad 


to see you.” 

Mrs. Kelly left, and soon Mrs. Tuley took 
her place at the bedside. When she went 
down to breakfast there was a look of con- 
tent on her face. When she returned she 
found the improvement even more noticeabls. 
With the exception ofa feeling of great weart- 
ness, the judge appeared to be himself. He 
and his wife were left alone then for a long 
time. 

‘Just an old fashioned husband and wife 
spending their last Christmas day together,”’ 
said the nurse to those who asked what ths 


patient was doing. 


Wife Holds Dying Man’s Hand. 

Once the doctors and nurses looked into 
the room and found the little woman sitting 
close to the bed and holding the hand of the 
dying man, They were conversing in low 
tones, and often the smile so well known to 
his friends passed over the wrinkled face of 
the judge. From where he lay the dying 
judize could look out over Lake Michigan 
flashing in the winter sunlight, but he looked 
oftener at the face bending over him. 

During the morning P. J. McGuire and John 
Oleson, who served as balliffs in Judge 
Tuley’s court, came tothesanitarium. They 
went at once to the sickroom, The judge 


recognized them, and gave them a Christmas” 


greeting. Many messages were received by 
Mrs. Tuley. 
Family in the Ante-Room. 
The members of the family In the ante- 
room at the time of the death were Mrs. 
Virginia Holland of Milwaukee, sister of 


the judge; Mrs. Egan, a niece, and Harry 


Wilson of Pine Lake, Wis., a nephew of Mrs. 
Tuley. In addition there were the judge's 
stenographer, Mrs. A. L Kelly, his clerk, 
Oliver Chadwick, and the baliffs, Maguire 
and Oleson.. 

Later in the afternoon the members of the 
family announce@ the date of the funeral, 
arrangements for which will be perfected 
today. The body will be brought to Chi- 
cago this morning and after the funeral will 
be cremated. Stress was laid on the an- 
nouncement that the funeral] at the residence 
would be private. 

There will, however, be a memorial ser- 
vice for the public, which will be held prob- 
ably next Sunday at All Souls’ church, Oak- 
wood boulevard and Langley avenue, wnich 
Judge Tuley occasionally attended. Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones, pastor of the church, will have 
charge of the service. 


Judges to Adopt Resolutions. 

The judges of the Circuit court will meet 
this morning to adopt resolutions of sym- 
pathy for Mra. Tuley. Resolutions will prob- 
ably also be adopted by the Superior court 
judges and preparations will be made to at- 
tend the fureral. The meeting of the Cir- 
cult court judges will be in answer to a call 
from Judge Windes, who has been acting 
as chief justice during the Ulneses of Judge 
Tuley. 

Mayor Dunne, who intended to go with his 
wife on a holiday trip to Cuba today, said 
last night that he probably would forego the 
journey. His practical decision to remain in 
Chicago was because of the death of his close 
friend, Judge Tuley. The mayor desires to 
remain in the city to take a share in the

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THUGS RAID CAR AND HALL. 


First: Beat and Rob Passengers in 
Ashland Avenue Trolley. 


WILD RIDE BY THE “YARDS.” 


Gang then Invades Dance, Causing 
Panic, and Ending in Capture. 


The boldest robbers’ act of the winter was 
committed last ht. Six men boarded a 
street car, held the Gecupants {mn A state OF 
terror ,@uring a ride of thirteen blocks, 
clubbed passengers, shot heles through the 
windows, andthen alighted and dashed intoa 
dance hall, where they stirred’ up a panic 
among Christmas dancers. Five of the out- 
laws finally were captured in the hall by the 
police. 

The scene o@ the holdup men’s chief activ- 
itles was a south bound Ashland avenugelec- 
tric car moving between Thirty-third and 
Forty-sixth streets—mainly along the west 
boundary of the Union stockyards. 


Motorman Knocked Out. 

As the car was passing Thirty-first street 
the six men boarded the car, two on the 
front and the other four on the rear plat- 
form. The car had proceeded less than two 
blocks when one of the men on the front 
platform drew a revolver and clubbed the 
motorman, James Callahan, 6437 Hermitage 
avenue, knocking him unconscious The 
bandit then took the motorman’s place and 
started the car at full speed 

Meanwhile the other invaders hed rushed 
into the car with revolvers drawn and had 
ordered the twenty occupants to hold up 
their hands. Several women were among the 
passengers. 

Several of the men passengers refused and 
started toward the gang. 

“If you come another step we'll fire,” the 
holdup men shouted. 

Some of the passengers continued to ad- 
vance. Immediately the bandits began fir- 
ing, the bullets going through the roof of 
the car. Then the men rushed among the 
passengers, using their revolvers as clubs, 
and seizing what jewelry and money they 
could secure. | 


Conductor Is Disabled. 

The conductor, James M. Link, 8332 Archer 
avenue, attempted to go to the assistance of 
the passengers, armed with an iron switch- 
rod, but he was struck in the face with the 
butt of a revolver and disabled. 

Now the robbers began to shoot again and 
this time they fired through the windows of 
the car. Still the passengers did not sub- 
mit. The women became panic stricken and 
rushed for the doors, several of the men join- 
ing them.\ They struggled through the door- 
ways and some jumped to the street from 


who thus alighted from the car, telephoned 
to the Deering street police station and a 
patrol wagon loaded with policemen was sent 
in pursuit of the flying car. As the patrol 
wagon was sighted one of the robbers opened 
the front door and the police say he shouted: 

“ Give it all the speed, Ed. The cops are 
after us.” 

The robber motormarn turned the controller 
to the last notch and the car redoubled its 


‘Break the lights,” shouted one of the 
robbers. 

Immediately the robbers jumped up on the 
seats and smashed the electric lighte with 
the revolvers, leaving the speeding car al- 
most in total darkness. By this time the 
men passengers remaining on the car were 
thoroughly cowed, and crouched in the dark 
corners of the car, all thoughts of resistance 
being forgotten in their fright. 


Police Try to Board Car. 
Meanwhile the Deering street police had 
notified policemen along Ashland avenue, and 
as the darkened car dashed past several 
streets, patrolmen ran to theé side of the 
tracks and attempted to get on board, but 
without success. They fired several shots 

at it, but the speed was not slackened. 
Knowing the police of the New City station 
would attempt to intercept them at Forty- 
eighth street, the highwaymen stopped the 
ear at Forty-sixth street and jumped to the 
ground after tying the doors of the car 
shut with the bell ropes which they had torn 
down for the purpose. The six men started 
to walk west on Forty-sixth street. Before 
they had gone a half a block cars following 
the one on which they had ridden arrived at 
street and Ashiand avenue. 


Forty-sixth 
These cars carried policemen who bad been 


the rapidly moving car. One of the men | 


picke@ up on the way. The patrol wagon 
from the New City station now arrived on 
the scene. 

It was observed that the six jfleeing men, 
going west in Forty-sixth street, turned 
south in Marshfield avenue. At Forty- 
seventh street they turned east again and ran 
back: to Ashland avenue. They had a lead 
of a half a block on their pursuers. 

A dance was im progress at Schumacher’s 
hall, 4650 Ashland avenue. Turning into 
the hall, the bandits dashed up the staira, 
rushed out on the floor, and attempted to 
mingle with the merrymakers. The music 
stopped, and the dancers tried to move away 
from them. At this momemt the pursuers 
were heard rushing up the stairs. 


Women Shriek with Terror. 

The bandits ran to the middle of the floor, 
stood back to back, and drew their revolvers. 
As the revolvers were. drawn, the young 
women dancers shrieked with fright. By this 
time the pursuers had gained the top of the 
stairway, and were coming In the doors. 
The young men and women struggled to get 
out of the hall, and the pursuers were trying 
to getin. For a minute there was a struggle 
atthe doors. Finally, however, the pursuers 
succeeded in pressing their way into the hall. 

As the police approached them, the bandits 
fired four shots into the roof of the building. 
Some of the dancers, in their haste to get 
out of danger, tumbled down the stairs. 


Policeman’s Hat Shot Off. 

Patrol Sergeant John Lyman had been the 
first policeman to enter the hall. 

“Throw up your hands,”’ he ordered. 

A bullet which carried away his hat was 
the robbers’ reply. The police and detec- 
tives circled about the room, gradually clos- 
ing inon the men. One made a dash for the 
door and succeeded in escaping. Then the 
others lost heart and threw down their guns. 
They apparently had not tried to shoot any- 
one outright. The police quickly over- 
powered them. The five men arrestedare; 
Higgins, Edvard, Shonnahan, Edward, 
Hullihan, Mike, Starr, William. 
Murphy, Tom, 

Interior of Car Wrecked. 

The interior of the car in which the fight 
had taken place was wrecked completely, 
the seats were broken, the windows shat- 
tered, bullet holes were in the roof and in 
the woodwork, and the doors were jammed 
shut. Only two of the passengers who leaped 
from the car could be found after the ban- 
adits had been captured. They are J. B. 
Burnes and Joseph Caldwell, brothers-in- 
law, who Nve at Fifty-fifth and Hermitage 
avenue. Neither of them wasinjured. From 
these two men and the motorman and con- 
ductor the police obtained an account of the 
startling proceedings on the car,

CHICAGO MAN CULT CHIEF. 


Will Teach ‘‘Hub’s’” Association of 
Collegiate Alumna. 


Prof. Thorstein Veblen of the University of 
Chicggo, author of a recent satiric study on 
“ The Theory of the Leisure Class,” has been 
invited by the college women of Boston to 
displace Pastor Charlies Wagner of Parigas 
chief apostle of the “ simple life,” of which’ 
an almost brand new cult has been estab- 
lished by the club women at the “ Hub.” 

News of this cropped out in a circular sent 
to the Chicago bronch of the Woman's Asso- 
clation of Collegiate Alumne by the Boston 
chapter, urging that the new year be devoted 
to a study of the “ Art of Spending *’—with 
Prof. Veblen as guide—in an endeavor to 
eliminate the “ conspicuous waste " in which 
* college women have in@uiged in an un- 
conscious attempt to ape the ‘ leisure class.’ " 

The circular, sent out with the approval of 
the national officers, has not yet been acted 
upon by the Chicago chapter, according to 
Secretary 8. B. Tunnicliff, though it was re- 
ceived here with considerable Interest. The 
appeal. isheaded: “ The Twentieth Century 
College Woman's Creed.” 


New Creed of College Women. 

After mentioning the fact that Veblen, in 
the “ Theory of the Leisure Class,” declares 
thet “ there is no class which spends so large 
a per cent of income on * conspicuous waste ’ 
as the scholarly class, because it usually is 
rated under a higher social] grade than Its 
pecuniary means will warrant,” the appeal 
inquires: | 

* Who, then, ehall decide on canons of ex- 
penditure and of time and money if not the 
thoughtful. patriotic, well informed women 
of America?” 

Then it goes on to give the creed ag fol- 
lows: 

‘“ What le my duty toward myself? I be- 
lieve that, having had the gates opened to 
me into fields of thought, and having been 
trained to comprehend in some degree the 
significance of the world’s activities, it is 
worse than folly to cumber myself with so 
much of mere superficial beggage that I can 
neither enjoy the intellectual feast to which 
I am bidden nor contribute to the world’s 
store of accomplishment that which, if less 
burdened, I might give. 

Good Housekeeping a Duty. 

“ What is my duty towards my family? I 
believe in the home and the family; in sane 
and rational daily housekeeping, to which I 
am ready to give the necessary amount of 
my time and energy; I believe it is my duty to 
determine what useless financial burdens I 
am carrying and to proportion my expenses 
to my income in such @ way as to make a 
home of comfort and simplicity without 
undue anxiéty.” 

Of the books recommended by the national 
officials as tending to fortify oneself for 
such a “creed,” Veblen’s was the chief. 
Among the others were “The Morals of 
Spending,” issued by the College Settlements 
association; “‘ The Woman Who Spends,” by 
Bertha June Richardson; and * The Econo- 
mic Function of Woman,"’ by Edward De- 
vine, head of the New York Associated Char- 
ities. 

‘Nothing has been done regarding the 
Boston suggestions,” said Secretary Ss. B. 
Tunnicliff, 6018 Jackson Park avenue, “ and 
may not be this winter, owing to the associa- 
tion’s absorption in Juvenile court work and 
other practical] activities, However, many 
of the individual members may take up the 
course on their own initiative.

KILLS 70 DEFEND MOTHER 


YOUNG MAN RESENTS INSULT AND 
SLAYS HIS FATHER. 


Fatal Blow Struck After Husband 
Had Hit the Woman — Boy De- 
clares He Had No Intention of In- 
juring the Older Man, but Is Locked 
Up and Charged with Murder—Min- 
ister and Fellow Members of Con- 
gregation Beg for Release. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 25.—[Special.]—To 
protect his mother James Pollick, a divinity 
student residing at-188 West Cumberland 
street, struck a blow tonight that later caused 
the death of his father and led to the son's 
arrest forthecrime. He was locked up while 
the pastor of Pollick’s church and many of 
the congregation pleaded with the police lieu- 
tenant for his release. 

It is declared that if he was responsible for 
the death of his father he had acted under 
natural impulse to protect his mother and 
that his mental agony is punishment enough. 

The young man has been studying for the 
ministry while working in a machine shop. 
He had almost completed the preliminary 
studies and soon would have entered a theo- 
logical seminary. His father’s craving for 
drink has been the bane of the family. 
has been arrested on the charge of intoxica- 
tion numerous times, and recently was re- 


Pausing at various places today, he finally 
directed his steps towards his home on Cum- 
berland street, where the family was to en- 
joy Christmas dinner, The family was about 
to sit down to the table when the father en- 
tered the house under the influence of liquor. 

Strikes Wife; Son Resents. 

As soon as he came in he threw himself 
on a lounge and prepared to take a nap. 
His wife asked him to join in the meal. Pol- 
lick insisted that he wanted to sleep, and 
began to quarrel with his wife. 

James was upstairs at the time and ran 
down. He arrived, according to the version 
of the fatality told to friends, just in time 
to see his father strike his mother. With 
a bound he reached his mother’s side. The 
police say he does not deny that he struck 
his father on the head. 

The latter fell to the floor, against which 
his head dashed with great force. Appar- 
ently none the worse for the blow, he jumped 
up and made a rush for his son. The young 
man evaded the blow and ran outdoors. After 
him sped the father.. The younger distanvsed 
the elder Pollick, and after the latter had 
abandoned the chase the son found a police- 
man and asked him to return to the house 
to quiet the angry man 

Dies on Way ‘to Hospital. 

The father had made his way home again. 
His wife went to the house of a frien&® A 
few minutes later a friend of the family, to 
whom Mrs. Pollick had related what had 
happened, went to the house. Pollick was 
standing with his face covered with blood, 
but as the friend entered Pollick sank into a 
chair and fainted. 

A moment later James returned with the 
policeman, The latter summoned a patrol 


‘wagon, into which the unconscious man was 


lifted. Accompanied by his son and the 
police, Pollick was driven to a hospital, and 
there the physicians pronounced the man 
ad. 
Tne son fainted. He was taken at once to 
a police station and locked up. While being 
examined he broke down and wept, declaring 
he had not intended to injure his father. 
Late tonight the minister and many members 
of his church held a prayer meeting in his

WRITES LETTER TO FIREMAN 
WHO SAVED CHILD'S LIFE. 


Trainman Who Reacued Girl but Lost 
One of Hig Legs Is Awarded First 
Medal of Honor: Given Under Re- 
cent Act of Congress — Token of 
Bravery Comes as Christmas Pres- 
ent to George Poell of Grand Is- 
land, Nebraska. 


Grand Island, Neb., Dec. 25,—[Special. }— 
For a Christmas present George Poell, a 
railroad fireman, who saved a child's life and 
lost one of his legs in deing it, ‘oday received 
a letter from President Roosevelt, advising 
him of the award of the first medal of honor 
given under the act of congress of Feb. 23, 
1905. The letter of the president follows: 

My Dear Mr. Poell: You have been awarded a 
medal of honor, provided under the act of congress, 
approved Feb. @3, 1905. You have, by extreme 
daring, endangering and almost losing your own 
life, saved the life of a child at the cest of crip- 
pling yourself permanently. The inclosed state- 
ment of facts sets forth what you did. No man 
could have shown greater coolness, greater skill 
and daring, or more heroic indifference to his own 
safety. 

It is not in my power to make you any material 
amends for the injuries you received when, in 
saving the life of a helpless child, you so nearly 
lost your own. But I trust the medal at least 
will be proof to you that your countrymen realize 
what you have done and that you have performed 
a deed which will serve as an inspiration to every 
American who nears of reads of it, and which 
lifts by just so much the standard of citizenship, 
of which we are so proud. 

With earnest hopes for your welfare,

WOMAN SPENDS $366 A DAY; 
EXTRAVAGANCE DIVIDES HOME 


Octogenarian Millionaire Says Daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Burke-Roche, Persists in 
Exceeding Allowance.

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.}—Frank 
Work, a millionaire turfman, 87 years old, 
spent Christmas alone today in his home, 13 
East Twenty-sixth street, his daughter, Mrs. 
Burke-Roche, haying left him and taken 
quarters at the Buckingham hotel, 

Mr. Work says the disagreement arose over 
his daughter’s extravagance. He declares 
she has been spending $200 a day in excess of 
her allowance of $5,000 a month, 

Mr. Work, seated in a big arm chair, re- 
celved a reporter today and talked frankly 
about the trouble with his daughter, who is 
one of the most prominent society women. 

“TIT am an old man,”’ he said, “ and about 
done for. My daughter Fanny either has got 
a strange infatuation or is suffering from an 
unreasonable hallucination.”’ 

Pressed to explain his allusion, “ strange 
infatuation,’’ Work declined to elaborate, 

“ But it is not true,” he continued, “ that 
I have disinherited Fanny. I always have 
provided well for her and expect to continue 
to do so. I expect to leave her considerable 
money when I die. She has had an allow- 
ance of $5,000 a month. But I have been 
looking over her accounts of late,’’ said the 
old man with a tone of bitterness, “ and find 
she has been spending more than $200 a day.

While her father, given only a few days to 
live by his physician, is approaching nearer 
to death hourly because of anxiety about 
her, Margaret Deckwertr, 
girl who disappeared two months ago from 
the home where she had been her father’s 
only companion, is leading a gay life as a 
soubrette with a traveling theatrical com- 
pany. 

A friend of the girl received a long letter 
from her yesterday, telling of her theatrical 
experiences and of her determination never 
to return home, but giving no clew as to her 
whereabouts.

Having ‘“‘Time of Her Life.”’ 

Nothing is said in the letter of Miss Deck- 
werth’s manner of leaving the city. Imme- 
diately upon reaching her destination she 
went to a hotel and for several weeks “ lived 
high, paying $6 a week for a room and 90 
cents or a dollar for meals.”’ The hotel was 
full of theatrical people and she had a “ gay 
time.”’ 

Then her money gave out and she began to 
look for employment. On the first day she 
answered a theatrical advertisement, was 
etigaged, and went on the road at once, 
“playing soubrette in several well known 
plays.” 

“I won't tell you the names of the plays,” 
she wrote, “‘ for that might help to find me. 
If you were only with me I would be perfect- 
ly happy. I am having the time of my Mfe. 
There is the loveliest man in the company, 
and afternoons we go driving and get back 
just in time fora late rehearsal. It's the only 
way to see life.” 

Hopes Father Will Forget Her. 

After sending messages to several friends— 
principally men—she concludes: 

Say, kid, if my father should ask about me tell 
him not to worry about me—that I am well and 
happy, thank God, and Ihope heisthesame. And 
I hope that in time he will learn to forget me. I 
was always in the way, especially now that they 
have the will in the face of itall. Tell him I wish 
them all a merry Christmas and that they may 
all live the happier now that Iam gone. Tell him 
I love him as much as I ever did. I pray for him 
nightly that he may live to see happy days with 
his daughter and son.

SHOT DURING RACE RIOT. 


FEUD BETWEEN ITALIANS AND! 
NEGROES IS RENEWED. 


Fighting Among Residents of Armour 
Avenue and Eighteenth Street 
Breaks Out Again—Knives and Bil- 
lies Are Used Freely—Rifles Fired 
at Colored Men—Robert W. Seals 
Is Injurcd and Others Are Slightly 
Hurt—Police Patrol District. 


One man was shot and nine persons, one 
of them a woman, were arrested yesterday 
in a race riot, which was the renewal of 
the feud between Italians and negroes in 
the vicinity of Armour avenue and Eight- 
eenth street. Scores of persons took part 
in the fighting and serious trouble only was 
averted by the arrival of thirty policemen 
from the Twenty-second street station. The 
police believe three other persons were 
shot, 

The injured man is Robert W. Seals, 1825 
Armour avenue. He was shot in the hand 
and arm. The trouble between the negroes 
and the Italians began Sunday night and 
resulted in a fight, in which several persons 
were injured slightly and twenty-two men 
were arrested. The fighting in the after- 
noon, according to the police, was led by 
Victoria Bertucci, 19 years old, whose hus- 
band, Fortunato, was shot during the fight- 
ing of the preceding day. 


Negroes Chased Into Saloon. 

The fighting occurred in several parts of 
the district. The largest battle took place in 
front of-the saloon of Herman Epstein, 1834 
Dearborn street. A crowd of negroes was 
chased into the saloon and several shots were 
fired through the window. The plate glass 
windows were shattered and the interior of 
the saloon was wrecked. The negroes were 
armed with clubs and billlesand many of the 
Italians used knives. Three men, armed with 
rifles, fired a number of shots at a greup of 
negroes at Nineteenth street and Armour 
avenue, but no one was injured. 


Arrival of Police Stops Fighting. 
When the police arrived most of the men 
actively concerned in the fight took refuge in 
the houses. A few of the men arrested still 
were fighting, and others were taken from the 
houses. Those arrested are: 
Bertucci, Victoria. Harden, Walter, 


Rrooks, James. Henry, John 
Brodi, Frank. Lancaster, Joseph. 
Bruce Robert. Varra, fael, 
Firondo, ** Nic.’ 
Sergeant Miller filled the district with po- 


licemen. BHighteen patrolmen were detailed 
to keep order during the evening, and the 
district was practically under martial law. 
Orders were issued not to permit the Itallans 
or the negroes to gather in groups.

MR. HUCK DIES IN SANITARIUM. 


End Follows Illness Lasting from Time 
of Demise of Son-in-Law, Mar- 
shall Field Jr. 


The deathof Louis C. Huck at 6 o'clock last 
evening in the North Shore Health Resort. 
Winnetka, followed an illness which lasted 
from about the time of the death of Mr 
Huck’s son-in-law, Marshall Field Jr. Mr. 
Huck’s death was due to Bright’s disease, 
from which he had been suffering for the last 
six months. He left a widow. Mrs. Paula 
Huck, and six children, three of whom, Mrs. 
Marshall Field Jr., and the two youngest, 
Louis C. Huck Jr., aged 9, and Paula, aged 
13. were at his side when he died. 

The other three children are Henry, now in 
Texas; Freda, now residing in Cologne, the 
wife of Baron Komosky; and Marie, now the 
Marchioness Spinola, living in Italy. News 
df his death was cabled to them. 

Mr. Huck’s deathbed was the second at 
which Mrs. Field Jr. has been present within 
the month, her husband having died In Mercy 
hospital four weeks earlier to a day. Mrs. 
Field's children were sent to Lakewood, N. 
J., while she herself remained with her 
father during his illness. 


Owner of Valuable Realty. 

The fortune of Mr. Huck was built up 
through the Louis C. Huck Malting company, 
which he founded in Chicago in 1870, and dis- 
posed of twenty-two years later to an Eng- 
lish syndicate. After disposing’ of his malt- 
ing business he devoted himself to his real 
estate interests, which became extensive. 
He was the owner of the New Era building 
at Blue Island avenue and Halsted street, 
the Sheridan apartments on La Salle avenue, 
the North Side Riding club academy, and 
several other valuable blocks. 

Among his other business interests were the 
Western Stone company, of which he was a 
director, and the Annie Laurie Mining com- 
pany, of which he was president. 


Formerly County Treasurer. 

He was born sixty-three years ago at 
Baden, Germany, and was brought to Chi- 
cago by his parents at the age of 4. He was 
educated at the University of Notre Damein 
Indiana, and on leaving college went into 
business. His only venture in politics was 
his election to the position of county treas- 
urer and tax collector in 1875-’77. He was one 
of the early members of the Germania club 
and at one time its president. The Union 
League club was the only other social organ- 
ization with which he kept up a member- 
ship. 

Mr. Huck's first wife, who was a Miss Kin- 
kel, died in Europe in 1888. Five years later 
he married Miss Paula Reif, at that time 
an intimate friend of.his daughter, Mra. 
Field Jr. 


MR. HURD’S ILLNESS IS SUDDEN. 


Veteran Illinois Lawyer Suffers -a 
Stroke of Paralysis While at 
Christmas Dinner. 


The illness of Harvey B. Hurd came upon 
him yesterday afternoon unexpectedly. He 
arose at his usual time yesterday morning 
at his residence, 1578 Ridge avenue, Evans- 
ton, and appeared in good health. Before 
dinner he chatted with members of his fam- 
ily and exchanged Christmas greetings with 
friends who visited him. 

In the afternoon he was seated at the din- 
ing table, eating, when he suddenly com- 
plained of feeling ill. Several persons went 
to his assistance and he was taken to his 


“room. His condition seemed serious and Dr. 


Frank Dakin, the family physician, was sum- 
moned. Mr. Hurd could not speak plainly, his 
speech being impaired by the attack. 

The stroke was general, though the pa- 
tient’s mind seemed clear. 

“Mr. Hurd’s condition at this time ts seri- 
ous,” said Dr. Dakin. “ The attack is not 
necessarily fatal and I hope for the best.” 


Son of Connecticut Farmer. 

Mr. Hurd: was born at Huntington, Conn., 
Feb. 14,1828. His father, Alanson Hurd, was 
of English descent, and his mother was of 
mingled Dutch and Irish ancestry. He led 
the usual life of a farmer’s son until his 
fifteenth year, when he trudged to Bridge- 
port, Conn., and went into the office of the 
Standard@ as a printer's apprentice. In 1844, 
when but 16, he and ten other young men 
emigrated to Peoria county, Il., and entered 
Jubilee college. A year later he came to 
Chicago. He worked as a printer in the 
office of the Prairie Farmer. 

In the fall of 1847 he began to read law in 
the office of Calvin De Wolf, and was admit- 
ted to the bar the following spring. His first 
partner was Charlies Haven, afterward 
state’s attorney. For four years, beginnhing 
in 1850, he was associated with Andrew J. 
Brown. This firm also did a large real estate 
business, and platted 248 acres as part of the 
village of Evanston. In 1854 Mr. Hurd built 
the residence in Evanston which he had occu- 
pied till the present time. 

He was an ardent abolitionist and helped to 
conduct a station on the underground rail- 
road. He was a member of a local commit- 
tee formed in 1855 to give aid to emigrants 
turned back from Kansas and help otkers to 
go to Kansas. 

Revises the Statutes. 


In 1862 he formeda partnership with Henry 
Booth and accepted a position as lecturer 
in the law department of the old University 
of Chicago. The partnership was dissolved 
in 1868, and in the following year Gov. 
Palmer appointed him one of three commis- 
stoners to revise the statutes of Illinois. 
William E. Nelson of Decatur and Michael 
Schaeffer of Salem withdrew from the com- 
mission tn a short time, and Mr. Hurd car- 
ried on the work alone. 

He completed the revision in 1874 and was 
appointed by .the legislature to supervise 
the publication. The task was pecullarly 
difficult, because the state had adopted a 


$ 


new constitution in 1870. It was necessary 
to discard old provisions in conflict with the 
new constitution and construct new pro- 
visions. 

The state edition of 15,000 copies, issued in 
1874, was soon exhausted, and Mr. Hurd has 
been called upon to edit revisions. of the 
statutes after every legislature. He has 
edited sixteen such editions. 


Candidate for the Bench. 

Mr, Hurd was the republican nominee for 
judge of the Supreme court at a special] elec- 
tion in 1875, but was defeated by T. L. Dickey. 
In 1876 he was again elected tc a chair in the 
law school, which had become the Union 
College of Law of the University of Chicago 
and the Northwestern university. He was 
one of six men appointed to fill vacancies in 
the board of county commissioners after the 
wholesale exodus of boodlers. Mr. Hurd 
was most active inthe inception of the drain- 
age channel. It i& said: he suggested to 
Mayor Harrison t Hering drainage and 
water supply commission, 

He drafted the bill befere the legislature of 
1886, which paved the way for the bill of 
1887, also drafted by him, the special elec- 
tion, and the adoption of the proposition for 
the great canal. 

He also drafted the present Torrens law 
for the registration of titles and the juvenile 
court law. 

Mr. Hurd has been president of the Chifl- 
dren’s Aid society of Chicazo and of the con- 
ference of charities of Ulinois. 


AGED COUPLE’S PLANS TO WED

FORCED TO ACCEPT GIFT. 


' CHRISTMAS PRESENT TAKEN UN- 


WILLINGLY BY PARK BOARD. 
Ossian Guthrie, with Court’s Assist. 
ance, Unloads Near Art Institute a 
Forty Ton Bowlder as a Monument 
to Hig Grandfather, the Discoverer 
of Chloroform—Commissioners Re- 
strained by Injumction from Mov- 
ing Away Relic of Prehistoric Days 


+ 


Ossian Guthrie, the geologist and glacial 
formation expert, unloaded an unwelcome 
Christmas present yesterday on the south 
park commissioners. Just a “trifling little 
remembrance,”’ as one might say, weighing 
forty tons. 

* Unloaded ” is used advisedly. The pres- 
ent, known among the initiated as the ““Guth- 
rie bowlder,’’ is 11 feet long and 9 to if} 
feet high, and it took a four-in-hand team 
and a wide tire wagon to transport it from 
the north side to the lake front, near the 
Art institute. The commissioners have been 
enjoined from disturbing it. 

The bowlder is designed as a monument by 
Mr. Guthrie to. his grandfather, Dr. Samuei 
Guthrie,’ who discovered chloroform. The 
trouble is, the south park commissioners 
don’t want it. They managed to shoo away 
Mr. Guthrie severa! times when he appeared 
with his forty ton rock, and at regular meet- 
ings they have expressed regret that Dr. 
Guthrie ever discovered chloroform. So Mr. 
Guthrie took legal action to prevent the com- 
missioners from interfering with the “ mon- 
ument.” 


Relic of Prehistoric Days. 

Mr. Guthrie found the bowlder on his grand- 
father’s old farm near Worth. it had been 
deposited there at some prehistoric period 
when the ancestors of the Gut ere liv- 


ing in caves and shying stone axes at 
ichthyosauri. It was a half mile from the 
nearest railroad station but Mr. Hein: | 
who is 79 years old, didn’t mindthat. Hein- 
terested Dr. J. B. Murphy, Hemry E. heim: | 
and several others to the extent of $1,000 and 
had the ‘‘ monument” brought to Chicago 
in May, 1903. Mr. Guthrie wanted it placed 
in Jackson or Washington park, but the 
commissioners objected because they said 
the rock was unsightly. 


Victory for the Geologist. 

The controversy extended over some 
months. The commissioners were deter- 
mined not to have the monument. Mr. 
Guthrie was just as firm in his desire 
to present it to them. He had it un- 
loaded .on the lake front. The commis- 
sioners promptly hired eighteen men to 
roll it into the street. It was carried next to 
a point near Rush and Ohio streets, where 
it remained while Mr. Guthrie took the mat- 
ter before the city council, which authorized 
him to place the big rock just south of the Art 
institute. The commissioners insisted that 
the city had no authority to dispose of sites 
on the lake front. 

“We don’t want the stone,”’ said Commis- 
sioner D. F. Crilly of the south park board. 
“It is unsightly and there is no reason why 
we should be obliged to litter up any of the 
south parks with it. If there is an injunction 
against the board I suppose we shall have to 
take the matter into court. I wish they'd 
break the rock.” 


MYSTERY IN DOCTOR’S DEATH. 


Woman Who Has Disappeared Sup- 
posed to Be Responsible for 
His Suicide. 


Marshall, Mich., Dec. 25.—[Special.}—It is 
the belief of the police in the case of Dr. N.

theaters, street cars, and other public places 
and vehicles are poorly ventilated. Proper 
ventilation of all public places ought to be 
compulsory. 

A cold is not in and of itself dangerous, 
but it may have the most serious conse- 
quences. It may, and often does, develop 
into grip, pneumonia, and tuberculosis. Too 
much care, therefore, cannot be taken to 
avoid even slight colds. 


INDUSTRIES IN SMALL PLACES. 

Illinois ought to have a department of gov- 
ernment which would make investigations 
of conditions in the state similar to those 
which are made in Massachusetts by the 
bureau of statistics of labor. As a result 
of the work of this bureau the actual condi- 
tions of labor and industry in Massachusetts 
are better known than they are in any other 
state, and the laws affecting them are cor- 
respondingly intelligent and progressive. 

The bureau has lately been looking into 
“industrial opportunities not yet utilized in 
Massachusetts.” There, as elsewhere, in- 
dustrial operations have long tended to be 
carried on chiefly in large cities. Conges- 
tion of population and many social and moral 
evils have been the consequence. Towns 
and small cities for various reasons are, or 
are becoming, as suitable for many forms 
of industry as large cities—in some instances 
even more suitable. In order to ascertain 
what towns and small cities in Massachu- 
setts wére inviting places for the investment 
of capital, and what forms investments in 
them would best take, the bureau of labor 
statistics sent a list of questions to the 
boards of selectmen of 821 places. The in- 
quiries related to the amount of land suit- 
able for mansefacturing or business pur- 
poses and its nearness to railroads, to 
whether there was water power and, if so, 
the amount not yet utilized, to raw materi- 
als suitable for canning, to “ natural prod- 
ucts,” such as clay, lumber, etc., to avail- 
able labor, to railroad facilities, to the kinds 
of business that would be best adapted to 
the location, to light plants, electric rail- 
ways, etc. . 

The replies were arranged in alphabetical 
order and printed. They make a pamphlet 
of 150 pages, which will be sent not only 
to the manufacturers and business men of 
Massachusetts but to those of other states. 
The pamphlet gives a more comprehensive 
and at the same time a more detailed view 
of the industrial openings in the Bay state 
than could be got from any or all other 
sources. It is expected to help to a better 
distribution of business and industry within 
the state and to attract to it not a few con- 
cerns from without. It seems likely that 
this expectation will be met. Electric rail- 
ways are rapidly drawing towns and small 
cities closer together. This tends to solve 
the problem of getting labor in the smaller 
places, for several small places connected by 
trolley can supply enough labor for a fac- 
tory whose demand would far exceed the 
capacity.of any oneofthem. Simultaneous- 
ly labor troubles are causing large employ- 
ers to look about for locations removed from 
the centers of population. For various rea- 
sons it seems not improbable that the near 


future will see a movement of some large 


industries away from the big cities. 

Illinois has numerous towns and small 
cities in which there are “ industrial oppor- 
tunities not yet utilized.”” The state's rail- 
road facilities are among the best. It has 
an immense amount of available water 
Its produc- 
tion of raw materials is enormous. The 
trolley is rapidly covering the state. Lli- 
nois should follow Massachusetts’ example 
and adopt some measure to make known the 
location and magnitude of its industrial op- 
portunities which are lying fallow because 
unknown. 


SENATOR LA FOLLETTE’S FATE. 

It is said that when Senator La Follette 
takes his seat he will be put in cold storage 
by the veterans of the senate and will be 
kept there as long as they deem advisable. 
They are offended with him. They do not 
think he showed proper eagerness to enjoy | 
their honorable society. He has tarried at 
Madison, and they think he should have 
been impatient to get to Washington. He 
will not be sworn in until after the holidays. 

The chiefs have heard rumors that it is 
the intention of La Follette to “ revolution- 
ize the senate.” He has not said anything 
of the kind, and probably he has no such 
intentions. He knows that while a little 
revolutionizing might be desirable, it would 
be impracticable. The old heads in the sen- 
ate do not relish these rumors, and they 
intend to punish in their peculiar way the 
man whose name figures in them. 

None of the committees on which Senator 
La Follette is to serve is an important one. 
That might be expeeted. As a new senator 
he must begin at the bottom and work his 
way up. That is the established rule. But 
the senator doubtless would have got alittle 
better assignments if he had been on hand at 
the first day of the session. If he shall 
plunge at once into debate and seek a con- 
spicuous part on the floor of the senate, he 
will talk to empty benches. His colleagues

The railroad rate question is to come up in 
the. senate at this session. It is too much 
to ask of Senator La Follette that he should 
remain silent while it is being discussed. 
He has views on the subject. He knows 
much about it, because he bas been through 
railroad wars. He will not fail to discuss 
it fully, no matter what the unwritten rules 
of the senate may be, even though his audi- 
ence is limited to the vice president and the 
reporters. 

It will not be an easy matter to keep the 
lid down on Senator La Follette if he shall 
object to its being kept down. Senators may 
refuse to listen to him, but the public will 
listen if he has anything of importance to 
say. The first anti-slavery renators were 
generally given the cold shoulder by their 
colleagues, but that did not awe them to 
silence. They spoke to the country from the 
floor of the senate. 


AMERICAN AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY. 

The January number of Munsey’s maga- 
zine tells of the remarkable growth that 
has been taking place in the automobile 
manufacture in America. A half dozen 
years ago but little capital was invested in 
automobile factories. It is estimated that 
the investment in them now reaches 
$20,000,000. Then there were only two or. 
three small factories, “ merely experimental 
shops.” Today there are forty or fifty big 
ones.

Mr. Munsey' estimates, 
as Tue Trisune did the other day, that 
there.are now about 100,000 in the entire 
country, and he predicts that the time will 
come soon when there will be 500,000, 
The fulfillment of this prediction seems 
not improbable. It will mean a great fur- 
ther expansion of the automobile industry 
in the United States, for there can be no 
doubt that a vast majority of the machines 
used here will be made at home. For some 
time foreign, and especially French, ma- 
chines were considered much superior to 
those of American manufacture. A few 
years of American ingenuity have pro- 
duced automobiles almost, if not quite, equal 
to any foreign ones, At the same time 
American inventors have done what has 
not been done elsewhere. They have con- 
trived machines which may be sold at prices 
that are not out of the reach of people with- 
out long purses. Machines of domestic 
make are protected from foreign competi- 
tion by a tariff of 45 percent. Secure in the 
home market, American manufacturers are 
beginning to look abroad. The value of the 
automobiles exported during the first ten 
months of 1905 was $2,369,621. The value 
of those imported during the same time was 
$1,475,299. In view of the way the auto- 
mobile industry in this country has de- 


veloped recently, it seems probable the sales 


abroad will continue rapidly to increase 
until the figures relating to them take a 
prominent place in the tables of exports. 

The bicycle once had a popularity hardly 
1ess than that which the automobile enjoys 
now. The question is often raised whether 
the automobile’s popularity will also prove 
ephemeral. Its day as a fad will end, as 
the day of every other fad does, but that 
it will go as the bicycle has gone is im- 
probable. It has such obvious and great 
advantages for purposes of both pleasure 
and business over the bicycle that compari- 
sons between the two machines are point- 
less. The automobile has as surely come to 
stay as the trolley ear. The business of 
manufacturing it may, therefore, be con- 
fidently looked upon as a permanent indus- 
try which is destined to attain great magni- 
tude and prosperity.

HAT the earls of Derby formerly were 
sovereigns of the isle of Man has been 
recalliéd to mind by the presentation 


of a series of coins, struck during the 
reign of the house of Stanley over the isle 
of Man at Castle Rushen,,in the ruins of 
which remnants of the oid time Stanley mint 
are to be seen to this day. The coins, which 
now have come into the possession of King 
Victor Emmanuel, who has the finest private 
collection of rare coins in the world, hear the 
Derby crest (the eagle and the child), under 
which is the Cap of Maintenance. The sover- 
eignty of the earls of Derby over the isle of 
Man continued down to 1765, when the Manx 
scepter passed by purchase into the posses- 
sion of the British crown. 

It was this, probably, as well as the fact 
that the earls of Derby are able to claim 
threefold descent from British royalty— 
namely: from King Edward L., from a sis- 
ter of Henry VII., and from a daughter of 
that monarch—that prompt 
offer their crown to the fath@r of the present 
Lord Derby near half a century ago. Indeed, 
it was the refusal of the Lord Derby of that 
day to accept the Grecian throne which led 
to the subsequent election thereto of Prince 
William of Denmark, who now reigns as King 
George L. 

Lord Derby is one of the so-called “ catskin 
earis.’’ There are three of them In the Eng- 
lish peerage—namely: Lords Derby, Shrews- 
bury, and Huntington—and they owe this 
designation to the fact that their earldoms 
were in existence prior to the sumptuary or- 
der issued at the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century to the effect that ermine 
should be used instead of the catskins that 
had been employed until then for the bars 
of fur on the robes of peers, which designate 
their grade in the nobility. The designation 
of ‘“ catskin earl,”’ therefore, ib a title of 
honor, since it indicates the extreme antiq- 
uity of the peerage in question.

The present Lord Derby by no means is un- 
known in this country, having spent several 
years in Canada as governor general of the 
dominion, and he not only has held cabinet 
office himself, like his father and elder 
brother before him, but also has lived to see 
his oldest son, Lord Stanley, fill the office of 
postmaster general In the recent Balfour ad- 
ministration. The family is descended from 
the Stanley who figures so prominently in 
Shakspeare’s ‘‘ Richard III."’ and whose de- 
fection from the ‘*‘ Crook Back,” as that mon- 
arch was called by reason of his deformity, 
practically decided the battle of Bosworth in 
favor of Henry of Richmond, who thereupon 
became king of England as Henry VII., and 


ley. The earldom has descended in the male 
line in unbroken succession ever since, the 
present Lord Derby being the sixteenth earl. 
The third earl was one of the peers who sat 
on the trial of Mary queen of Scots, and the 
seventh earl was sent to the scaffold and 
executed at Bolton by the roundheads of Ol! 

ver Cromwell in consequence of his loyalty 
to King Charles I., the countess of Derby dur- 
ing that time conducting the historic defense 
of Lathom house during its siege by the par- 
liamentarians. ; 

It was the twelfth earl who marrfed the 
famous actress, Eliza Farren, as a second 
wife, with the full consent and approval of 
that dragon of respectability, old Queen 
Charlotte, who declared that she had heard 
nothing but good about Miss Farren, 
that she ‘cordially approved of the mar- 
riage, and that she would be much pleased 
to welcome her at court as countess of Derby. 
The present earl of Derby, however, is not 
descended from this union, but by the twelfth 
earl’s first marriage to the daughter of the 
duke of Hamilton. 

Lord Derby makes his principal home at 
Knowsley park, which is said to have sug- 
gested to Thackeray the castle of Carabas. 
it is an enormous place, surrounded by the 
biggest private park in England, which ‘in 
turn is encircled by a lofty wall, pierced by 
no less than a dozen lodge gates. It has been 
in the possession of the Stanleys ever since 
the fourteenth century, and the rooms spe- 
cially constructed by the first earl of Derby 
for the reception of Henry VII. still are in 
use and known to this day as the “ king’s 
chambers.”

For the first time in number of years the 
cabinet councils in England will be held again 
at 10 Downing street, where the ministers 


in the ante-room of which the great duke of 
Wellington and Admiral Lord Nelson met 
for the one and only time in their respectiVe 
careers while waiting to see “‘Billy’’ Pitt, that 
famous English premier who may be regard- 
ed as having been the principal adversary of 
the first Napoleon. The practice of holding 
the ministerial councils at Downing street 
was discontinued ten yearsago when the late 
Lord Salisbury became both prime minister 
and foreign secretary; and for his conven- 
lence the cabinet met instead at the so-called 
council room at the foreign office, a stately 
apartment adorned with a fine collection of 
historic portraits, several of them by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, one of the finest portraits 
being that of Spencer Perceval, the ill fated 
premier who was assassinated in the lobby of 
the house of commons and whose daughter 
died only a short time ago, drawing until the 
end of her days a pension granted at the time 
of her father’s assassination to his orphaned 
children. \ 
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When I gave a brief sketch in these letters 
the other day of Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice, 
the new under secretary of state for foreign 
affairs in England, who is to represent his 
department in the house of lords, I drew at- 
tention to his animosity towards King Leo- 
pold, and especially towards the Congo Free 
State, and intimated that the appointment 
boded ill for the Belgian rulers These pre- 
dictions already have begun to be real- 
ized. For from Brussels and Cairo comes 
the news that by order of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tiam government of Soudan no vessel whatso- 
ever henceforth is to be allowed to pass 
Bor on the White Nile, from either the north 
or the south. The effect of this prohibition is 
to cut off the Lado territory, which the Congo 
State holds on lease from the British gov- 
ernment, from all communication with the 
north by the way of the Nile. It meansthat 
from now on al] the communications and all 
the goods, as well as the passenger traffic of 
officials between the Belgian settlement in 
the Lado enclave and Brussels, will have to 
pass through that terribly d=nse forest which 
took Stanley so many months to traverse, and 
will have to pass thence down the Congo 
valley to its mouth.on the Atlantic ocean 
Until now it has been possible for Belgian 
officials and mails to reach Lado from Brus- 
sels via the Nile in about three or four weeks 
at the most. From now on it will take six or 
nine months, and in the case of goods a yeai. 
In an unfortunate moment the English gov- 
ernmen years ago leased the Lado enclave 6n 
the Nile to the Congo Kree State, never ex- 
pecting to recover the Soudan. The smash- 
ing of the Mahdi and the bringing of the 
Soudan under British rule have carried with 
them the mastery of the Nile, The only por- 
tion of the latter not controlled by the English 
is that bordering the Lado territory. Eng- 
land has endeavored in vain to induce King 
Leopold to surrehder the lease, which should 
never have been granted. As he has shown 
himself unwilling to yield, she is now taking 
steps virtually to starve him out.

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] Most Intelligent and Efficient Fighters Are the Boys Whose 
nois, Michigan, Minnesota. Wisconsin, Io : a, Missouri, and 
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Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Special.]— 
Aa@mital Dewey's statement in a speech he 
recently made before the Merchants’ club 
that most of the bright young enlisted men 
of the navy come from Chicago and the mid- 
dle west is borne out strikingly by a series 
of tables prepared by the navy department. 
According to these, the states of Illinois, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, and Nebraska provide one-fifth of the 
enlisted personnel. 

The total enlisted force at present num- 
bers 380,804 men, of whom 1,512 alone are 
Illinoisans by residence. The banner state, 
so far as enlistments are concerned, is New 
York, which has given 6,548 of her sons to 
the navy. Massachusetts holds second place 
with 2,971. Pennsylvania is third with 2,- 
754. California comes next with 1,852. Then 
from the coast states the record passes to 
the interior, Ohio leading with 1,568, and 
IlMnois following with 1,512. The middle 
states, including IlMnois, furnish men to the 
service in this order:

There is not a state in the union which has 
not its representative among the enlisted 
naval force. Nothing, perhaps, could show 
better the universal interest taken in the 
American fleet. The territory of Arizona has 
given 15 men, New Mexico 18, Indian terri- 
tory 26, Oklahoma 102. Texas holds the rec- 
ord for the south with 677 men. 

It is evident from the table the bone and 
sinew of the navy comes from the interior, 
and not from the fishing classes of the coasts, 
who no longer are needed to operate the giant 
machines which wage war today. Just be- 
fore the battle with the British frigate 
Guerrlére, during the war of 1812, Hull in the 
Constitution picked up practically a green 
crew from the fishermen of New England 
and fought his way to victory. 

Fishermen are not the best men-of-war’s 
men today. What the modern navy requires 
ig intelligence, activity, and experience ip 
handling machines, besides the courage of 
olden days, and not merely ability to haul 
upon a rope and maneuver a ship until it has 
lain alongside the enemy, when the boarders 
are sent away. 

Men who possess the intelligence and ac- 
tivity needed in the latest types of warships 
are notably of the middle west, and Capt. 
Clark, who commanded the Oregon during 
the battle of Santiago de Cuba, recognized 
this fact when he called for cheers for the 
volunteers from Illinois, who had fought as 
well as had the veterans on the ship. 
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Most of Them Native Americans. 


Of the 30,804 men in the navy, 24,913 are na- 
tive born Americans, 3,415 are naturalized, 
and 1,387 have declared their intention of be- 
coming citizens. This leavesa small percent- 
age, not more than 5 per cent, who are aliens. 

The noncitizens.come from some of the 
far away corners in the world, such, for in- 
stance, as the Cape Verde islands in the At- 
lantic, the Caroline islands in the Pacific, the 
British East Indies, Armenia, Roumania, 
Turkey, and Samoa. As to color, the navy 
includes 28,319 whites, 1,825 negroes, 384 Chi- 
nese, 513 Japanese, 217 Filipinos, 87 Samoans, 
28 Porto Ricans, 26 Hawaiians, and 5 North 
American Indians.

People who knew Judge Tuley on the 
bench, snow white of hair and beard, close 
set of lip, and wearing unconsciously the 
dignity that came of gentility and the long 
years of judicial position, knew little of 
the real man in his simplicity.

MAN DESERTED BY FAMILY" 
MOURNS ALL CHRISTMAS DAY 


Joseph Zinser’s Yuletide Saddened by 
Absence of Wife, Who Recently Left 
Him After a Quarrel. 


Hopeless and disheartened because of the 
continued absence of his wife and two chil- 
dren, who left him last Tuesday, Joseph 
Zinser spent the most lonely Christmas of 
his life in his little room at the Jackson 
hotel, Halsted street and Jackson boulevard. 

He shut himsel: up from the dawn of the 
holiday until darkness fell in the evening. 
Only once did he leave his solitude, and that 
that was to gulp down unhappily a few bitter 
mouthfuls of the first Christmas dinner he 
had ever partaken of away from his family. 
The deserted man hoped against hope thata 
message might come from the missing wife 
during the day, but none came. 

‘This is the first Christmas. I ever have 
spent away from my family,’ he said, dis- 
consolately, ‘“‘and it seems all the worse 
because they have deserted me.’’ 

Mr. Zinger continually blamed himself for 
the hasty words he had spoken to his wife 
when a Hftle family difference arose which 
caused her and the children to leave him. 

‘‘If she only would forgive me,” he said, 
‘**I would sacrifice everything just to have 
the same joyous Christmas evening together 
that we used to have.”’ 

At each sound in the hallway he listened, 
in the hope that .t was a message of forgive- 
ness from Mrs. Zinser, and as evening wore 
on he buried his head in his hands and wept. 

Mr. Zinser has placed advertisements in 
all of the papers in an effort to recover his 
wife and children. He formerly was a baker 
on the south side, but he sold his business 
in order that he might give all his money to 
his family should he find them. 


MERRY CHRISTMAS LACKING 
FOR CORONER AND DEPUTIES. 


Compelled to Forego Family Celebra- 
tions in Order to Investigate Causes 
of Numerous Deaths. 


Necessity for investigating twenty-one 
deaths which had been reported since Satur- 
day night prevented attachés of the coroner's 
office from celebrating Christmas with their 
families.

Because of a musician’s preference for the 
coeds of Northwestern over the male stu- 
dents of the institution, an informal Christ- 
mas party which was to have been given by 
the Phi Kappa Sigma fraternity in Evans- 
ton last night broke up in disorder and the 
fraternity men are threatening dire things 
against the pianist. 

Shortly before the holiday recess of the 
university the Phi Kappa Sigma men sent 
out invitations for an informal dance, and at 
the same time they engaged David Williams, 
904 Grove street, Evanston, to furnish tne 
music.

Meantime the sorority girls were enjoying 
themselves in Wilmette dancing to music 
furnished by Mr. Williams. As the pianist 
was returning from Wilmette to Evanston 
the fraternity men met him and demanded 
hig reason for leaving them at the eleventh 
hour. Williams explained that he had en- 
gaged a band of musicians from Chicago 
to play for the men and that he expected 
to be excused on the score that it was more 
pleasant to pley for the coeds. 


POSTAL CLERKS SWAMPED 
IN A DELUGE OF MAIL. 


Nearly 80,000 Packages Undelivered 
Last Night Remain to Be Taken Out 
by the Carriers This Morning. 


Efforts of the employés of the Chicago post- 
office to clear the distributing rooms of the 
tons of Christmas mail yesterday were hope- 
less, and nearly 80,000 packages remained to 
be delivered today. Scores of disappointed 
seekers for Christmas cheer turned away de- 
jectedly from the registry department, ex- 
pecting to receive registered mail, but find- 
ing the department closed on account of the 
law, Which provides for holiday closing. 

Additional clerks were added In all depart- 
ments, and under the direction of Supt. BD. C. 
Hooker worked desperately during the day 
to dispose of the avalanche of incoming mall. 
The force of clerks has been increased but 
10 per cent, while the volume of mail is nearly 
double that of last year, according to esti: 
mates of postoffice employés. Carriers, push - 
ing carts loaded almost to breaking with 
Christmas packages, made their pilgrimages 
through the streets all through the day. 
Over 260,000 packages were delivered. The 
day was begun with a handicap of 5,000 sacks 
left over from Sunday night, and carriers 
barely managed to hold their own, nightfall 
showing about the same number of sacks 
piled up on the dispatching platform. 

With the continued incoming of Christmas 
mail expected during the rest of the week the 
overworked employés have little hope of dis- 
tributing all the packages before New Years. 


POSTAL CLERKS MAKE PRESENT 


Give Christmas Offering to Supt. Will- 
iam J. Irwin of the Registry 
Division. 


Christmas day was not forgotten in the 
postoffice in the rush of delivering the thou- 
sands of gifts. Employés of the registry di- 
vision presented a box of cigars and a smok- 
ing jacket to William J. Irwin, superintend- 
ent of that division. The presentation was 
made by Assistant Superintendent James 
Bennett at 8 o'clock in the morning, after 
the men finished work. It was the first time 
that a superintendent ever was given a 
Christmas present by his subordinates.
